We  purposely,  because  of  economic  conditions,  have  chosen  this  course  the  past 
four  years  and  from  the  loyalty  displayed  by  our  old  friends  and  the  increased  volume  brought  about  by 
the  addition  of  new  customers  we  are  pleased  to  tell  you  that  we  have  chosen  wisely. 

We  do  not  believe  it  necessary  to  go  into  the  subject  of  quality  again  this  year  because  we  believe  we 
have  well  demonstrated,  in  the  past  thirty-two  years,  our  determination  to  handle  nothing  but  Quality 
seed.  We  do  however  want  to  tell  you  about  a  new  feature  that  we  have  insisted  upon  from  our  growers. 
It  is  this.  We  have  made  a  positive  ruling  that  we  would  accept  no  seed  that  did  not  display  a  tag  showing 
a  record  of  test,  together  with  the  date  tested.  In  this  way  you  have  double  assurance  of  Quality  because 
upon  arrival  of  seed  we  check  against  the  record  shown.  This  test  will  be  rigidly  maintained  at  all  costs 
and  we  shall  insist  that  each  lot  of  seed  received  from  our  growers  must  meet  fully  the  high  germinating 
standards  which  we  have  set.  Because  of  this  added  feature  our  seeds  in  the  future  will  be  known  as 
“MASSER’S  TESTED  SEED”. 

Remember  it  is  better  to  plant  “MASSER’S  TESTED  SEED”  to  begin  with  because  you  know  the 
first  cost  of  seed  is  of  minor  consideration  compared  to  the  ultimate  costs  of  growing  successful  crops.

HALF-HARDY  BIENNIALS.  Sow  the  seeds  in  the  house  in 
boxes  or  in  hotbeds  in  March  or  April,  set  the  plants  out  in 
May.  They  will  bloom  following  year  and  then  they  die. 

HARDY  PERENNIALS.  When  once  started  these  will  bloom 
year  after  year  and  will  not  freeze  out  or  die  unless  by  some 
influence  other  than  nature.  Sow  seeds  outdoors  last  of  April 
or  during  May.  By  planting  in  boxes  indoors  or  hotbeds  they 
are  likely  to  bloom  the  first  year  and  continue.
